There was a well defined rumor in rail- 
road circles yesterday that in a short time 
the work of actual construction would be 
begtn on the Atlantic and Birmingham in 
the extension from the present terminus, 
Montezuma, on to Atlanta anl Birming- 
ham. While this rumor has been stirred 
before, railroad men stated that they 
were in possession of facts that warranted 
the rumor as genuine. 

The return of President W. G. Raoul, 
of the Atlantic and Birmingham, from 
New York was in part responsible for 
the circulation of the rumor, and it was 
evident that two or three of the officials 
who were seen were in the possession 
of facts which they considered as ab- 
solute@y pointing to the extension. They 
said that to make these facts public at 
this time would be premature, and might 
defeat the accomplishment of the present 
plans. 

President Raoul was seen at his office 
in the Equitable building. When asked 
regarding the report, President Raoul 
said: 

“I must beg to be excused fran making 
any statement at this time, and, as a 
matter of fact, the present conditions are 
such that I could not say anything in the 
way of an interview.”’ 

The report in the railroad circles is to 
the effect that President Raoul made a 
deal while he was in New York for the 
financing of the extension of the road 
from Montezuma to Birmingham and At- 
lanta, and this report was still further 
bourne out by a dispatch from New York 
to the effect that a deal of several mil- 
lions of dollars had been perfected re- 
cently for this same purpose, 

The Route Suggested. 

As soon as the report had become cur- 
rent yesterday, many of the Atlanta offi- 
clals immediately got busy building the 
extension on paper. It was the opinion 
of the majority that the proposed exten- 
sion would not be made to Columbus, as 
formerly believed, but that it would strike 
through Georgia in a direct Hne for Bir- 
mingham, and that in doing so would 
cross the Atlanta and West Point tracks 
at LaGrange. It was thought possible 
that arrangements would be made be- 
tween the Atlantic and Birmingham and 
the West Point route for an entrance into 
Atlanta until such time as their own 
tracks could be laid. This would mean 
a new through route to the sea from At- 
lanta in a short time, if the extension is 


pushed forward, as many now believe. 
Railroad men believe that when the 
time comes for the Atlantic and Bir- 
mingham to lay its own tracks to the 
Gate City it will be through the thickly 
populated districts of Meriwether and 
Coweta counties. It will be remember- 
ed that for a long time this section of 
Georgia has been praying for better 
railway service, and that this problem 
would be solved by the Atlantic and 
Birmingham.

Pensions, However, ‘Should 
Be Paid to Wives of Such 
Ex-Soldiers. 


For the first time in the astory of the 
state the pension commissioner has been 
called upon to pay a pension to a convic: 
confined in the state penitentiary. 

Two such cases came upon Pension 
Commiasioner J. W. Lindsey at the same 
time almost, and he at once made ap- 
plication to Attorney General John C. 
Hart for an opinion as to what should 
be done in such cases. 

The two soldiers in question are Henrv 
Cook and J. B. Wooten, the former an 
indigent pensioner, who igs serving a ten 
years sentence in the penitetiary, ‘and 
the latter a disabled soldier who is serv- 
ig a two year’s sentence. Both of thase 
veterans are regularly on the pensfon 
rolis, and are entitled to receive their 
allotment unless it be because of convic- 
tion of crime, 

The saddest part of these cases is that 
both are married men, and their wives 
have asked that their pensions be paid 
to them, this being perhaps their main 
means of support. 

Attorney General Hart rendered an 
opinion yesterday in which he holds that 
conviction of a crime does not, under any 
law on the statute books, work a for- 
feiture of pension. He holds, however, 
that the pensions should be paid to~the 
Wives of these men, since they are per- 
haps more to be sympathized with than 
if their husbands were dead, and they 
were themselves‘ entitled to go on the 
pension rolls. 

Could Find No Statute. 

In his finding on these cases Judge — 
Hart says: 

“There is no statute of this state to 
which we may turn for Nght, for the 
legislature and the people in dealing 
With the question of pensions for -con- 
federate soldiers, I dare say, never con- 
templated just this state of affairs, nor 
is there any precedent to guide us, for 
So far as the records of the pension de- 
partment show, these men are the first 
to break the record and tarnish the pen- 
sion roll, which is, and ought to be kept 
a roll of honor. The underlying motive 
which has prompted this state to grant 
to her soldierg pensions is in a sense 
compensatory and in recognition by the 
state of obligations, in that the soldier 
who came to her defense when threat- 
ened with invasion, should in turn be de- 
fended, and succored by the state when 
he became by reason cf wounds received 
in battle or disease contracted in the 
service, or by reason of old age is unable 
to make provision for himself. While 
the pension is a gratuity in the sense 
that the state could not be coerced to 
grant {t, yet on principles of justice and 
right the policy has much in it wise and 
to be commended. It is the well defined 
policy of thig state to let no confederate 
soldier go hungry or naked, nor deny 
to him the right of a decent burial. Next 
to the confederate soldier in public es- 
teem and solicitude, stands the soldier's 
widow. If these men had died instead of 
bing confined in the penitentiary for 
crime the statute directs that the indi- 
gent widow should receive the pension 
due her husband. Had they become iIn- 
sane and been committed to the asylum 
the statute provides that the pension 
should be paid to the dependent wife o: 
minor children. 

“While the law makes no provision for 
the payment of a pension to the. wife 
where the husband has been convicted

Chief Reynolds Sure Franklin Killed 
Bessie Banton.

county authorities, are working hard on 
the case. 

Mrs. Spellman’ is scratched and some- 
what bruised’ and is also the victim of 
wery severe shock. She i# today unable 
to be out of her room,

Negro Boy Held for Assault 


To Murder, 


Walter Worthy Crushed: Skull of 


Little White Boy with Brick. 
Recorder Said Prisoner Had 
Abandoned and Malig- 
nant Heart. 


The unusual scene of a ‘12-year-old boy 
being tried for assault with Intent to mur- 
der, his victim being a child only 6 years 
of age, was witnessed in the recormier’s 
court yesterday afternoon when Walter 


Worthy, a negro, was placed on ffal 
for crushing with a brick the skull of 
little John Rogers Stiles, the son of John 
W. Stiles, who lives on Baltimore block. 

When the evidence was ail in, Recorder 
Broyles characterized the negro prisoner 
as a “boy with an ‘abandoned and ma- 
lignant heart and a human monstrosity.” 

The stricken child was wnable to ap- 
pair in court. He is out of temporary 
danger, but the effects of the injury to 
his head may result in death months 
and perhaps years from now. That was 
the testimony of the physician, Dr. J. 
R.‘ Garner, whe operated on the child, 
removing a portion of the ekull. 

The father of the little boy was in 
court and was the first witness to tes- 
tify. He said his son was seriously in- 
jured for life and that he ‘wanted the 
law to take its course. 

Walter Painter, a lad about eleven 
years of age, testified that he, Louie 
Carroway and John Stiles were at play 
in a yard making a tent when the Stiles 
boy was struck with the brick, 

Witness Tells tie tSory. 

“? was up in a tree,” stated the wit- 
ness, “and Wialter Worthy and another 
negro boy came along. Walter threw 
a stone at me but missed me. Then he 
went jnto the middle of the street, and, 
picking up a brick, said: ‘I will Kill 
one of those boys’ He threw the brick 
over the fence and Johnny Stiles was 
struck on the head. The negroes then 


ran away.’’ 

The megro who was with Walter 
Worthy testified that he saw the affair, 
but did not hear Walter say anything 
about killing the boys. He thought Wal- 
ter was only playing. 

The prisoner gaid he did not mean to 
hurt any of the boys when he threw the 
brick, but only ‘wanted to scare them. 

“Taking the prisoner's statement alone,” 
remarked the recorder, “it shows. tinat 
Walter Worthy, young as he is, has an 
abandoned and malignant heart. It fsn’t 
often we see a boy so young guilty of 
such a crime, but sometimes, ae in this 
instance, we find such human monstros- 
ities.’’ 

The boy was held in a bond of $500 
on the charge of assault with intent to 
murder.
